— Presi- 
dent McKinley was unanimously re- 
nominated for President of the United 
States by the Republican National Con- 
vention at 1:48 o'clock today, and an 
hour and ten minutes later Gov. Roose- 
velt of New York was unanimously se- 
lected to stand beside him in the com- 


were

never been equaled, perhaps, in the his- 
tory of politics in this country. It was 
a love feast, a jubilee, a ratification 
There was a fine setting for today’s 
spectacular drama. Bright peonies at 


-either end of the stage made two flam- 


ing bits of color. Throughout the vast 
multitude fans moved ceaselessly to 
and fro, like the wings of a crowd of 
alarmed gulls beating the air. 

There were no preliminaries. The 
wrangle expected over the question of 
reducing the representation in the South 
was averted by the withdrawal of ex- 
Senator Quay’s proposition. The great 
hall became quiet as Senator Lodge, 


standing before 15,000 eager faces, 


gavel in hand, announced that nomina- 
tions for President of the United States 
were in order. The reading clerk ad- 
vanced to the front of the platform. He 
‘was about to call the roll of States for 
the presentation of candidates. When 
Alabama was calied, a thin, red-whisk- 
ered delegate from that State arose and 
surrendered the first right to speak to 
Ohto. A flutter of handkerchiefs filied 
the air, and cheer after cheer went up 
from the delegates.in the pit as Sen-. 
ator Foraker of Ohio, the ideal of mill- 
tant Republicanism, strode toward the 
platform. 

Foraker is a grand-looking man, with 
something of the imperiousness of 
Blaine and dash of a Rupert about him. 
The air was surcharged with electricity 
as he mounted the steps, and when he 
turned about, standing there. with 


great eyes calmly sweeping the cheer- 


ing thousands, the magnetic orator 
must have been conscious of his power 
to call up a storm that would sweep 
through the amphitheater. Below, 
about him on either side, were banked 
men and women almost frantically 
waving hats, handkerchiefs and pam- 
pas plumes. In full view of the con- 
vention he stood erect, his face as in- 
flexible as though chiseled in marble, 
waiting for the applause to cease. 
When quiet was restored he began to 
speak. It was not yet noon, but the 
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‘sun was blazing through the roof, 


shooting darts and arrows into all 
parts of the hall. With resonant, ring- 
ing voice and graceful gesture, Foraker 
stilled the noise. Even the pages and 
attendants crouched down. as they 
gazed at the orator. He began to call 
up the hurricane from. the start. 
Whenever he raised his arms aloft, the 
whistling of the gale ran around the 
hall.

Then he began again, speaking as 
few men can. His .audience was 
thrilled. They sat like men under a 
spell. He dropped a word here, a word 


there, like sparks upon 4 sun-dried 


stubble, and when he concluded by 
placing McKinley in nomination, not 
on behalf of Ohio, but of all the States 
and Territories, a clap of thunder 
shook the building. Below him, all 
about him were deafening roars. The 
previous whistling of the storm were 
but the rustle of a summer night's 
breeze. For a moment the magician 
leaned. over the platform as if to sat- 
isfy himself that his work was accom- 
plished. Then, seeing that the effort 
had been successful, he retired to the 
rear of the stage. j 
WONDERFUL SIGHT. 

The sight was a grand and inspiring 
one. In the pit the delegates and 
alternates were cheering enthusiastic- 
ally. Over the acres of spectators, 
bedlam reigned. The hall was an 
angry sea of tossing color. Flags, 
red, white and blue plumes, shot up 
as if by magic to crest the waves, 
Hats were lifted aloft on canes. Um- 
brellas were hoisted and twisted until 
they resembled whirling Dervishes. On 
the press platform, the newspapermen, 
with watches out, were counting the 
minutes. 

On the stage, Senator Hanna, his 
handkerchief in one hand, a fan in 
the other, was spurring the vast as- 
semblage to new endeavor® The rag- 
ing storm did not seem to satisfy him. 
He seized a plume and whirled it 
about his head like a general leading 
his men to the charge. All at once, a 
delegate, bearing the standard of Ken- 
tucky, rushed forward to the stage. 
The effect was magical. Standards of 
the States were torn loose, and yelling 
delegates clim upon the platform 
to rally around \their leader. With 
State guidons pointing to a common 
center, they made a canopy over the 
head of the Warwick of the Repub- 
lican party. Ohio interlocked her staff 
with New York. Maine figuratively 
kissed her hand to California, and 
Minnesota saluted Texas. 

Then higher still climbed Hanna He 
mounted a table, where he could look 
out upon the cheering multitude. Be- 
side him suddenly appeared a young 
girl, arrayed in the national colors. 
At this sight the cheers redoubled. 
The music of the orchestra was 
drowned in the awful din. The dem- 
onstration had now continued with 
ecarcely a lull for ten minutes. Chair- 


man began to rap for order, 


but the ring of hie gavel was of no| 


avail. A Texas delegate shouted above 
the roar: “Three cheers for Mark 
Hanna.”- They were given with a will. 
Then a delegate with Ohio's standard in 
his hand, dove down into the main 
aisie and went careening toward the 
rear to the music of “John Brown's 
Body Lies Mouldering in the Ground.” 
The bearers of the standards of the 
other States plunged after him. Down 
the aisle they swung, starting the 
whole storm afresh. When they 
reaghed the main entrance they were 
met by men holding aloof a gigantic 
papier maché elephant with the na- 
tional colors twined abdéut his neck. 
Then the procession came back and 
circled the pit. For several minutes 
this parade continued. 

The demonstration all told lasted ex- 
actly fifteen minutes. In length of 
time it does not compare with’ ‘the 
prolonged cheer which went up for 
Grant in 1880 or Blaine in 1888, or for 
McKinley in 1896. It is also surpaseed 
in length of time by demonstrations at 
Democratic conventions, but this pro- 
tracted outburst was only the fore- 
runner of the pandemonium that 
reigned a moment later when Roose- 
velt,-the man of the hour, ‘mounted 
the platform to second the President’s 
nomination. 

When the convention caught sight 
of him, it went off again like a rocket. 
As he stood there facing the yelling 
multitude, the roar could have been 
heard for blocks. Hanna smiled 
blandly as a daring photographer set 
up a rapid-fire camera directly in 
front of the hero of San Juan, and 
began banging away at him. But 
Teddy did not flinch. He looked about 
him while he waited for the storm to 
subside. Several times he raised his 
hand, but the cheering continued. His 
stern, square jaw was firmly set, as 
he surveyed the scene. Only once did 
his face relax. That was when he 
caught sight of his wife, who sat in 
the reserved seats overhanging the pit 
on his right. Then he smiled till his 
teeth showed, and Mrs. Roosevelt flut- 
tered back her handkerchief. 

When finally he was allowed to be- 
gin, he plunged directly to the. heart 
of his subject tn the petuous way 
which the people so much admire. His 
statement was that he arose to second 
the nomination of William McKinley 
who had faced more problems than 
any President since Lincoln. The con- 
vention got on its feet. and it was 
several minutes before he could pro- 
ceed. Every movement and every 
word was characteristic of the man 
He looked, spoke and acted like one 
giving directions to an army about to 
g0 into battle. And nothing would 
content him but to storm the heights 
as he did at Santiago. 

Roosevelt is no master of the foil. 
He prefers the broadsword, and as he

A few minutes latet another outburst 
greeted the entrance of Senator Hanna.

ately. With his hand upon Roosevelt's 
shoulder, he whispered in his ear. For 
two minutes they remained thus in 
Close communication. 

Depew cramted a stir a little later, 
but it was Matthew Quay who aroused 
the shouts of the local crowd. Henry 
Cabot Lodge, the permanent chairman, 
reached the stage at 10:15 o'clock, and 
there was an interesting conference 
of the leaders in full view of the vast 
audience. Col. Dick. looking more like 
@ poet than a soldier; Mark Hanna, 
Senator Chandler. Julius Caesar Bur- 
rows, Mayor Ashbridge, Charlies Emery 
Smith, John Lynch, the colored ex- 

man from Mississippi, and a 
score of others were busy perfecting 
the final plans for the day. 

At 10:20 o'clock the big band from 
Canton, O.. the President's home, made 
its way into the hall from the west 
side and broke out with the pealing 
strains of the national anthem. The. 
whole audience rose to its feet, and 
stood until it was concluded. The Can- 
ton band is one of the most popular 
organizations of its kind in the United 
States. It is here on the day of the 
nomination of McKinley at the Presi- | 
dent's own request, and he reg 8 
the band as his ‘mascot.’ Hereto- 
fore in his Congressional and guber- 
natorial contests, and in 1896, in his 
contest, the band played him to vic- 
tory.

Picturesquely dig- 
nified and with a rather incongruous 
fitting there stood on the platform 
during the preliminartes Archbishop 
Ryan of the Roman Catholic See at 
Philadelphia. His esthetic face above 
the purple and black robes of his cleri- 
cal office stood out cameo-like from 
the group of politicians of all classes 
and color and in all manner of dress. 
He chatted pleasantly with those about 
him and rose promptly from his seat 
when the first notes of the “Star Span- 
gied Banner” sounded. 

Among the early arrivals in the hall 
was Mrs. t.

THE SESSION OPENS. 


At 10:36 o'clock Chairman Lodge, 
with three raps of his historic gavel, 
stilled the tumult on the floor, while 
the band ushered in the session with 
the national anthem, Senator Hanna 
being among the first to rise. As the 
anthem closed, the chairman announced 
the opening invocation by Archbishop

nator ge called attention to 
Louisiana having been omitted from the 
roll call for national committeeman, 
and that was corrected.

The chair then laid the amendment to 
the rules offered yesterday by Mr. Quay 
as the unfinished business before the 
convention. As the cheers died away 
at the mention of Quay’s name, the 
short and sturdy figure of the Pennsy!l- 
vanian arose in the middie aisle. In a 
thin voice, barely heard at the plat- 
form, Mr. Quay annouced the with- 
drawal of the amendment proposing a 
change in rules 1 and 12, referring to 
representation in national conventions. 
This was accepted by southern dele- 
gates as a concession to them, and they 
rose en masse, cheerigg wildly. 

M'KINLEY NOMINATED. 

Now, Chairman Lodge advanced to 
the front of the platform, and a thrill 
went through the vast audience, as he 
announced: ‘‘Under the rules, nomina- 
tions for the office of President of the 
United States are now in order.”’ There 
was a momentary shout which the 
chairman punctured. “The State of Ala- 
bama is recognized.”’ 

. A tall and ewarthy Alabaman stood 
on his chair, and by prearrangement, 
answered: “Alabama yields to Ohio.” 

This was the signal for the recogni- 
tion of Senator Foraker, who was to 
make the speech nominating President 
McKinley as the Republican candidate 
for President. Then the cheers began, 
and a wild scene ensued. 

Amidst a tumult of applause, Sena- 
tor Foraker went to the platform, and 
when quiet was restored, began to 
speak, first thanking Alabama for its 
courtesy in yielding, t attributing 
that fact to the overwhelming popular- 
ity of the candidate. As Mr. Foraker 
continued he was repeatedly inter- 
rupted with cheers. His announeement 
that the nomination of McKinley was 
equal to election in November brought 
vociferous cheers. Briefly Senator 
Foraker adverted to the record of the 
President in peace and in war as one 
of the most remarkable in American 
history. | 

“In war and in neace,” ‘said he, while 
the delegates and spectators echoed 


the refrain of the sentiment expressed, 
“the has been found equal to all extra- 
ordinary requirements.

His 
speech in full was as follows: 


FORAKER’S ADDRESS. 
EULOGY OF THE PRESIDENT. 
“Mr. chairman and gentlemen of 

the convention: Alabama yielde to 
Ohio, and I thank Alabama for that 
accommodation. Alabama has 60 
yielded, however, by reason of a fact 
that would seem in an important sense 
to make the duty that has been as- 
signed to me a superfluous duty, for 
Alabama hae yielded because of the 
fact that our candidate for the Presi- 
dency has, in fact, been already nom- 
inated. [Applause.] He was nomi- 
nated by the distinguished Senator 
from Colerado when he assumed the 
duties of temporary chairman. He 
was nominated again yesterday by the 
distinguished Senator from Massachu- 
eetts, when he took the office of per- 
manent chairman, and he wae nomi- 
nated for a third time when the Sen- 
ator from Indiana yesterday read us 
the platform. [Applause.] And not 
only has he been thue nominated by 
thie convention, but he has also been 
nominated by the whole American 
people. [Applause.} From one end of 
this land to the other, in every mind 
only one and the same man is thought 
of for the honor which we are now 
about to confer, and that man is the 
choice of every man who wishes suc- 
cess to the country. [Applause.] 

“Upon this account, ft is, indeed, not 
necessary for me or anyone elise to 
speak for him here or eleewhere; he 
has already spoken for himself. [Ap- 
plause.}] And to all the world he has 
a record replete with brilliant achieve- 
ments fapplause:] a record that be- 
speaks at once th his ectione 
and his highest eculogies. It compre- 
hends both peace and war, and con- 
stitutes the most striking illustration 
of the inspiring fidelity and success In 
the discharge of public duty. 

“Four years ago the American peo- 
ple confided to him their highest and 
mrost sacred trust. With what re- 
sults? He found the tnduteries of the 
country paralyzed and prostrated; he 
quickened them with a new life--that 
has brought to the American people a 
prosperity unprecedented tn all their 
history. He found **+ labor of the 
country everywhere idle; he has given 
it everywhere employment. He found 
it everywhere in despair, he has made 
{ft everywhere prosperous and buoyant 
with hope. Be found the mills and 
shops and factories and mines every- 
oe closed, they are now every- 

here open. fApDbliause.] And while 
we are here deliberating, they are 
sending their surplus production to 
the very ends of the earth.

“With a diplomacy never excelled 


by the throne, that shall illumine the 
intellects and purify the hearts of Thy 
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and rarely equaled, he has overcome 
what at the time seemed te be. in- 


surmountable difficulties, and has not 
only opened to ws the door of China, 
but he has advanced our interests in 
every land. 

“Mr. Chairman, we are not surprised 
by this, for we anticipated it all. When 
we nominated him at St. Louis, four’ 

ears ago, we knew he was wise: we 

new he was brave; we knew he was 
patient; we knew he would be faithful 
and devoted, and we knew that the 
greatest possible triumphs of peace 
would be his; but we then little knew 
that he would be cailed upon also to 
encounter the trials of war. That un- 
usual emergency came unexpected as 
wars generally come. It came in spite 
of all he could honorably do to avert 
it. It came to find the country unpre- 
pared for it, but found him equal to 
all emergencies [applause;] and it is 
no eXaggeraiion to say .that in all 
American history there is no chapter 
more brilliant than that which closes 
with him our commander-in-chief, our 
hero on land and sea.

“In one hundred days we drove Spain 
from the Western Hemisphere, girded 
the earth with our acquisitions, and 
filled the world with the splendor of 
our power. [Applause.] The Ameri- 
can mame commands greater signifi- 
cance now. Our flag has now glory; | 
Hit not only symbolizes human liberty 
and political equality at home, but 
it means freedom and independence 
for the long-suffering patriots of Cuba 
and complete protection, education, 
enlightenment, uplifting and ultimate 
self-government and enjoyment of a)! 
the blessings of liberty to the mil- 
lions of Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines. What has been so gloriously 
done for ourselves, we propose most 
generously to do for them. [Applause. } 

FITTING PLACE. 

“There could be no more fitting place 
for this party to make such ‘a declara- 
tion than here in this magnificent city 
of Philadelphia, where the evidences 
abound of the rich blessings the Re- 
publican party has brought to the 
American people. Here at the birth- 
Place of the nation, where our own 
Declaration of Independence was 
adopted and our Constitution was 
framed; where Washington and Jeffer- 
son and Hancock and Adams and their 
illustrious associates wrote their im- 
mortal work; here .where center so 
many historic memories that stir the 
blood and flush the cheek and excite 
the sentiments of human liberty and 
patriotism, is indeed a fitting place for 
the party of Lincoln and Grant and 
Garfield and Blaine {applause,} and 
the party of liberty to all men to for- 
— dedicate themselves to this great 

uty. 

“We are now in the midst of Its dis- 
charge. We could not turn back if we 
would, and we would not if we could. 
{[Applause.}] We are on trial before 
the world, and we must triumphantly 
meet our responsibilities or ignomini- 
ously fail in the presence of mankind. 
These responsibilities speak to this con- 
vention here and now, and command us 
that we ch to be our candidate and 
the next President—which ts one and 
the same thing—the best-fitted man for 
the discharge of this great duty in all 
the republic. [Applause.] On that 
point there is no difference of opinion. 
No man in all the nation ts so well 
qualified for this trust as the great 
leader under whom the work has been 
so far conducted. He has the head: he 
has the heart; he has the special 
knowledge and the special experience 
that qualify him beyond all others. 

“And, Mr. Chairman, he has also the 
stainless reputation end character, and 
has led the blameless life that endear 
him to his countrymen and give to him .- 
their confidence, the respect, the ad- 
miration, the love and the affection of 
the whole American people. [Ap- 
plause.}] He is on ideal man, repre- 
senting the highest type of American 
citizenship: an ideal candidate and an 
ideal President. With our banner in 
his hands it will be carried to trium- 
phant victory in November next. [Ap- 
plause.] 

“In the name of all these considera 
tions, and not alone on behalf of his 
beloved State of Ohio, but on behalf of 
every other State and Territory here 
represented, and in the name of all Re- 
publicans everywhere throughout our 
jurisdiction, I nominate to be our next 
candidate for President, William Mc- 
Kinley.” 

During the reference to the great 
leader of the party. the successes al- 
ready achieved by him and the grave 
responsibilities now @eing cheered for- 
ward by him, the applause was fre- 
quent and long continued. 

But tt remained for his closing sen- 
tence, for the first time mentioning 
William McKinley by name as the 
nominee, to electrify the great multi- 
tude. 

CYCLONE OF ENTHUSIASM. 

Pandemonium broke loose. Former 
tempests of enthusiasm paled beside 
-this cyclone of sound and movement. 

Every one stood and waved and yelled. 
State standards were wrenched from 
their places, and borne aloft with um- 
brellas were great plumes of red, white 
and blue—a perfect tempestuous sea of 
color. 

Senator Hanna sprang to the front 
of the stage, a flag in one hand and a 
plume in the other, and led in the tre- 
mendous demonstration. . Now it had 
lasted five minutes. Not content with 
their frenzied hurrah on the floor, the 
delegates now marched in solid ranks 
upon the platform, with standards, 
plumes and banners and 

After the demonstration had con- 
tinued seven minutes the Ohio delega- 
tion, where centered the waves of 
sound, moved up the aisie, while all 


the other State delegations, bearing 
aloft their standards, formed in s&s 
— procession about the hall. The 
lasted just ten min- 
utes. 

Indiana started the rush to the plat- 
form, Gov. Mount tearing up the State 
standard and leading the delegation 
down the aisle. The plume demonstra- 
tion was followed by the singing of 
“John Brown's Body.” The galleries 
joining in the chorus, while the delega- 
tions led the singing. 

During the speech of Senator 
ker, Roogevelt paid 
80 strictly that there was an 
anxious look on face. Once or 
twice, however, he got away from his 
intengity and applauded. When Fora- 
ker finished, Roosevelt rose with the | 
rest, but undoubtedly with the pros- 
pect of his own nomination on his mind 
only, stood silent, not joining in the 
cheers, and both hands in his pockets. | 
But when Senator Foraker came down 
the aisie he grasped him by the hand 
and eagves him on the shoulder, smil- 
ing and laughing aloud. 

One delegate threw off his coat and 
unfastened his collar as he reached 
the platform and holding a plume in 


one hand waved his coat with the 
other. Ex.- - Taylor of Kentucky 
stood on a chair in his delegation and 


waved his hand as the procession of 
plumes returned from the platform. 
Chairman Lodge, as the hurrah be- 
gan to subside, made an effort to restore 
order, but this was only @ signal for 
the crowd to again break loose. It was 
exactly fifteen minutes when order was 


restored and Mr. Lodge announced: 
‘The chair Gov. Roosevelt 
of New York.” 


Again the magic of a name set the 
multitude into convulsions of en- 
thusiasm. All eyes were turned toward 
Roosevelt. He stepped out Into the 
aisle and strode up to the platform, 
looking neither to the right nor to the 
left, and then, turning, surveyed the 
sea of waving, cheering humanity. 
There he stood, his face grimly set 
without a smile. He made no acknow!l- 
edgment, no salutations to the plaudits, 
but like a hero receiving his due, 
calmly awaited the subsidence of the 
tumult. 

At last he raised his hand, and at his 
bidding the demonstration came to an 
end. He wore a bieck cutaway coat, 
dark, striped trousers, turn-down col- 
lar and blue necktie. The delegates’ 
badge on the red, white and biue rib- 
bon was the only bit of color he wore. 
As the Governor faced about on the 
platform, a man with e camera planted 
the instrument directly in front of him. 
As Roosevelt saw it, he said sharply: 
‘Take that away; teke that away,” and 
the sergeant-at-arms rushed the man 
and his apparatus out of the aisie. 
Then Gov. Roosevelt began his speech, 
speaking in a clear full voice. 

Gov. Roosevelt : 

TERSE SENTENCES. 
ROOSEVELT’'S STRONG TALK. 

“Mr. Chairman: I rise to second the 
nomination of William McKinley, the 
President who has to meet and solve 
problems more numerous and more im- 
portant than any other President since 
the days of the mighty Abraham Lin- 
coln; the President under whose ad- 
ministration this country has attained 
a higher pitch of prosperity at home 
and honor ebroad than ever before in 
its history. 

“Four years o- the Republican party 
‘nominated William McKinley as its 
standard-bearer in a political conflict 
of graver moment to the nation than 
any that taken place since the 
close of the civil war saw us once more 
a reunited country. Republican 
party nominated him, but before the 
campaign was many days old he had 
become a candidate, not only of all Re- 
publicans, but of all Americans who 
were both far-sighted enough to see 
where the true interest of the country 
lay, and clear-minded enough to be 
keenly sensitive to the taint of dis- 
honor.

Roosevelt's sentences were delivered 
im @ manner that denoted a careful 
study of each word. His argumentative 
style kept the audience en rapport with 
him, for he was given the closest at- 
tention by the vast audience; in fact, 
very much more attention than they 
had given any otffer spenker. 

“It was not a great war, it did: not 
have to be,” said he, speaking of the 
war with Spain, apd then waited for 
the ripple of laughter which followed 
the declaration. 

“We have done so well that our op- 
ponents use it as an argument for 
turning us out,” he said, smiling and 
showing his teeth, and his audience re- 
sponded with cheers and laughter. His 
slilusions to the Ice Trust called forth 
the heartiest applause, with cries from 
the galleries of “Hit ‘em again,” and 
“That's right, Teddy.” 

“I pity the Democratic orator in New 
York who mentions trusts,” he de- 
clared, with uplifted hands, and the 
audience howled with laughter and 
shook the floor with applause. 

“The insurrection in the Philippines 
goes on because the insurrectionary al- 
lies of the Tagals in the distant Lu- 
zon,” he continued, “have given the in- 
surrectionists their moral, if not their 
physical support.”

YERKES’S ADDRESS. 
CAMPAIGN OF GREAT FACTS.

Disregarding a call for the votes, 
Mr. Lodge recognized George Knight, 
head of the California delegation. As 
he appeared upon the platform and 
addreesed the. convention, his first sen- 
tence, ringing through the great build- 
ing like a trumpet call, caught the 
fancy of the assemblage, and he was 
cheered enthusiastically. His humor- 
ous and pungent arraignment of -the 
Democratic party for its attitude upon 
national questions provoked frequent 
laughter.

As he closed, the convention 
again demanded a vote and the chair- 
man announced that the roll of States 
would be called for the vote of nomi- 
nation for President. 


THE ROLL CALLED. 

At 12:37 o’clock the vote began. Dur- 
ing the.call of States for a vote on 
the Presidential candidate, the gai- 
leries were noticeably attentive, and 
there was no unusual demonstration 
among the delegates until New York’s 
vote was announced by Chairman 
Odell. This brought out a round of 
applause. When Pennsylvania's vote 
was announced by Senator Quay, many 
of the delegations arose and cheered. 
Some of the States were not content 
with casting their votes for McKin- 
ley, but the chairman announced the 
vote which the candidate would re- 
ceive in November. When Hawaii was 
called, the delegates stood up and 
cheered the announcement of its vote 
of two for McKinley. 


UNANIMOUS NOMINATION. 

The secretary hurriedly made the 
summary and handed it to the chair- 
man.

State of War Exists. 


{A, P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—A_ cable- 
gram received at the Navy Department 
today from Admiral Remey at Manila 
states that the Zafiro sailed yesterday 
from Cavite for Hongkong. She is a sup- 
ply ship, and may proceed to Taku 
after communicating with Capt. Wilde 
of the Oregon at Hongkong. It is said 
at the Navigation Bureau that the Za- 
firo has about one hundred and fifty 
sailors in addition to her crew. These 
men may go on the Oregon at Hong- 
kong to round out her complement, or 
be dispatched on the Zafiro directly 
north to Taku, in the discretion of Ad- 
miral Kempff, who will have commun- 
icated with Admiral Remey before the 
Zafiro can get to Hongkong. 

This being diplomatic day, Secretary 
Hay had several callers of prominence. 
The Chinese Minister came before 10 
o'clock, bringing the news he had re- 
ceived from South China. He had re- 
ceived nothing from the north, but as 
the troubles which the French Consuls 
have been experiencing have been in 
the south, hte reassurance of the abil- 
ity of the Chinese government to r:ain- 
tain order in that section, is gratify- 
ing to the officials here. The French 
Ambassador, M. Cambon, and the Turk- 
ish Minister were also among Secre- 
tary Hay’s callers, but neither had 
news of interest. 

The Chinese Minister continues his 
confident declaration that there {* no 
state of war existing. .The State De- 
partment hold the same view, bas- 
ing its position on the absence of any 
authentic information, showing that the 
Chinese government has directed or 
been party to any of the overt acts 
so far committed against foreign inter- 
ests in China. Therefore it has not 
only been careful to refrain from any 
act that might prevent a peaceful and 
honorable settlement with the Chinese 
government of the issues raised by the 
“Boxer” trouble, if it shall appear con- 
eclusively that that government was 
Hblameless in the matter, but it has 
also used its moral force with other 
powers to the same end. 

The prompt and voluntary assurance 
given by Russia yesterday that her 
troops Were to be limited in their ac- 
tivity strictly to the succor of Rus- 
sian or other foreign subjects in China, 
may be regarded as a direct outcome 
of the course adopted by the State 
ne gaat at the beginning of the 


trouble. 

Admiral Remey from Manila sypple- 
mented his previons brief dispatch 
relative to the sailing of the Zafiro by 
one later in the day, announcing the 
denarture of the Iris from Manila for 
Taku. The Iris is a water boat, but 
on this triv she carried a quantity of 
supplies for Admiral Kempff's little 
squadron, as well as a cargo of 
coal, a commodity which will be sorely 
needed by the time she arrives. 

The developments of today, apart 
from those at Tien-Tsin, greatly en-

MISSIONARIES ARE BLAMED. 


Opinions of Travelers on the 
Cause of Strife, 


Appeals to Foreign Ministers Arouse 
Feeling Against Christians. 


{A. P. DAY REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, June 21.—In inter- 
views with travelers and business men 
who have recently come to New York 
from China, missionaries have often 
been blamed for causing, perhaps un- 
consciously, strife between the native 
and Christian Chinese. Ernest de Bo- 
vier of Shanghai has spoken on this 
subject in this way: 

“When a local mandarin imposes 
taxes, even if they are excessive, the 
heathen Chinese pay them. The native 
Christians, however, whenever they 
imagine themselves ground down by 
unjust taxation, run with their troubles 
to the nearest missionary. These mis- 
sionaries, instead of going to the locai 
mandarin as they should do, talk the 
matter over with him and make a sat- 
isfactory arrangement in that way, al- 
most invariably write to the nation’s 
minister at Peking and asking that re- 
dress be obtained for the members of 
their flock. Complaint is made by the 
minister at the Tsung Li Yamen, which 
to avold friction, ends matters by re- 
ducing the Christian's taxes. This prac- 
tice cannot fall to cause envy a jeal- 
ousy against the native Christians, who 
are thus fet off from much of the du- 
ties to the empl which the Chinese 
have to perform.” 

Presbyterian 
Foreign Mission Board said in regard 
to such charges: 

“I do not know how it is wit® the 
Catholics or any other denomination 
but our own.

BERLIN, June 21.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.}] Lu Hai Houan, Chinese Minis- 
ter in Berlin, received a representative 
of the Associated Press today.

It is probable that he will 
postpone his vacation, and continue to 
direct the Foreign Office personally 
during the present crisis. Thus far,, 
however, nothing has developed to in- 
dicate that the Kaiser means to aban- 
don his Norwegian trip.

HE NATIONAL IRRIGATION 
MOVEMENT. 

With a little effort on part of the 
people—cspecially residents cf the 
Southwest, who are co dircctly interested 
in the question—there is no doubt that 
the next Congress'may be induced to 
take a seriOus interest in the question 
of national irrigation and grant a liberal | 
appropriation for the purpose. To se- 
cure this, however, it will be neccessary 
to keep up a stcady and persistent cam- 
paign of education, as the subject is ona 
which is even yet camparatively little 
understood by the mass of the people, in 
spite of the large amount of literature 
that has been disseminated by the Na- 
tional Irrigation Association aided by a 
large portion of the press. As Th: Times 
recently observed, it is not altogethb>r 
creditable to the enterprising people of 
the Southwest, to which section irriga- 
tion is of such vital import, that they 
should actually be taking less interest in 
the subject than many residents of the 
East and Middle States. 


In a recent letter from a leader in the 


Washington, he says: “If there were only 
some way by which the leading men of 
Los Angeles could be lead to appreciate 
the real situation in reference to this 
irrigation movement they would put 
their shoulders tothe wheel in dead 
earnest.” 

Two facts are absolutely demonstrated. 
The first is, that the influence of the 
California delegates in Congress is in- 
sufficient by itself to secure the inaugu- 
ration of the national irrigation - 
ment. The second is, that the ry 
support from the East can be had 
through the influence of the business 
men of the West, who are constantly 
buying goods from the merchants and 
manufacturers of the East. 

Mr. Maxwell, the executive chairman 
of the National Irrigation Association, is 
constantly receiving letters from east- 
ern manufacturers and merchants con- 
taining the most positive assurances of 
the support of the Congressmen from 
their districts for the national irriga- 
tion movement.

As the erange crop of California in-. 
creases in volume the question of find- 
ing a profitable markct-and of possible 
competition from other sections becomes 
more important. Among sections where 
oranges are successfully raised and which 
have been regarded as competitors of 
California to a greater or less extent, the 
principal are Flesida, Jamaica and 
Sonora, with Arizona beginning to make 
something of a showing. The well- 
known writer, T. S. Van Dyke, recently 
made a trip through Sonora and made 
a point of investigating the orange bus- 
iness there, the result of which investiga- 
tion he has given in 2 contemporary. He 
found that the soil and climate of Sonora 
appear to be about all that could be 
desired for the growing of a good orange. 
The Sonora orange is an eatly fruit and 
most of the crop will be forced on the 
eastern market before ours is ready. It 
is, however, apparently a good keeper 
and might be held so as to be quite 
a competitor. In early April Mr Van 
Dyke was given a number of oranges near 
Guaymas that were picked in December, 
and many can be seen there in the mar- 
ket as late as May. The soil is in all 
respects equal to the best that we have 
Southcrn*California. There are mil- 
lions of acres of it and most.of it is as 
free from frost as any here. The groves 
are frce from insect pests. In regard to 
the quality of the orange it is sweeter in 
all th: carly stages than any of ours, 
but the Califorria fruit has a higher 
flavor.

“Then you do not believe that dis- 
memberment of the empire will be a 
good thing for the Chinese race?” was 
asked. 

“Not for the Chinese people as a 
whole, in the immediate future,” was 
the reply. “My idea is that if the 
European powers do disrupt the em- 
pire, they will take actual pogseseion 
of only a narrow strip of the coast 
provinces. It will be many years be- 
fore their spheres of influence will ex- 
tend any considerable distance iniand, 
and in the meantime the countless 
millions of population in the interior, 
having lost faith in the imperial gov- 
ernment which showed its incompe- 
tency in repelling foreign aggression, 
will resort to anarchy and all manner 
of lawlersness, pillage and plunder.’ 

“What do you consider the cause of 
the present uprising in China?’ 

“Lack of confidence in the imperial 
authorities to repel foreign aggression 
is perhaps the prime cause. The late 
disastrous war with Japan opened the 
eyes of the Chinese people in general 
to the weakness of their government. 
Still the masses of the euperstitious 
pemeee were disposed to accept the 

apanese triumph as the result of some 
sort of magic, of which the Japane:e 
are popularly credited with being mas- 
ters. A number of inese statesmen 
and other wise men of the cmpire, 
however, saw that defeat was not due 
to magic, but to Chinese neglect, cor- 
ruption in office and incompetency. 
These began to advovate reform, sug- 


ulently landed marines and occupied 
territory to which Germany had no 
title whatever. Burning and pillaging 
of surrounding villages followed, and 
many serious outrages were committed 
for the German invaders 
ible. 
“But what has that to do with the 
present trouble?” 

“Why, after Germany had got a foot- 
hold on the Chinese coast, Russia fol- 
lowed her example and under the guise 
of a lease occupied Port Arthur and 
the Leao.Tong peninsula. ‘‘ver three 
hundred innocent natives were mur- 
dered in one day at Talien Wan on ac- 
count of their ignorance of the tax 
question. This and many other outrages 
fwere committed. Then Japan, England 
and France, each in turn demanded a 
foothold on Chinese soil equal to that 
by Germany and Russia, and 
got it through one pretext or another. 


of these encroachments,.and when they 
showed resentment to foreign invasion 
they were shot down by the ‘foreizn- 
ers and had their homes destroyed. 
Such, at least, are the reports I hear 
from China. The natives appealed to

After the 


AMNESTY POR FILIPINOS. 


Gen. MacArthur Proclaims the 
President's Notice. 


Natives Given Ninety Days in Which to 
Accept its Provisions. 


fA. P. DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, June 21..-The War 
Department has made public the fol- 
lowing notice of amnesty, which was 
issued by Gen. MacArthur today at 
Manila: 
“Notice of Amnesty: 
“MANILA, June 21, 1900—By decla- 
ration of the President of the United 
States, the undersigned announces am- 
nesty with complete immunity for the 
past, and absolute liberty of action for 
the future to all persons who are now, 
or at any time since February 4, 1899, 
have been in insurrection against the 
United States in either a military or a 
civil capacity, and shall within a pe- 
riod of ninety days from the date 
hereof formally renounce all connec- 
tion with such insurrection, and sub- 
scribe a deciaration acknowledging and 
accepting the sovereignty and authority 
of the United States in and over the 
Philippine Islands. The privilege here- 
with published is extended to all con- 
cerned, without any reservation what- 
ever, excepting that persons who have 
violated the rules of war during the 
period of active hostilities are not em- 
braced within the scope of this am- 
nesty. 
“All who desire to take advantage of 
the terms herewith set forth are re- 
quested to present themselves to the 
comanding officers of American troops 
at the most convenient station, who 
will receive them with due considera- 
tion, according to rank, make provi- 
sion for their immediate wants, prepare 
t necessary records and thereafter 
it each individual to p to 
any part of the archipelago according 
to his own wishes, for which purpose 
the United States will furnish such 
transportation as may be available 
either by rallway, steamboat or wagon. 
Prominent persons who may desire to 
confer with the military governor or 
Board of American Commis- 
sioners will be permitted to visit Ma- 
nila, and will, as far as possible, be 
provided with transportation for that 
purpose. In order to mitigate as much 
as possible consequences resulfing from 
the various disturbances which, since 
1896, have succeeded e¢ach other s0 
rapidly, and to provide in some meas- 
ure for destitute soldiers during the 
tfansitory period which must inevitably 
succeed peace, the military authorities 
of the United States will_pay 30 pesos 
to each man who presents a rifie in 
good condition.

PLAN FOR PEACE. 
DRAWN UP BY FILIPINOS. 
MANILA, June 21, 6:55 p.m.—[{By Ma- 
nila Cable.}] Two hundred Filipinos met 
this morning in Manila to determine 
honorable and decorous methods for se- 
curing peace. The results were sub- 
mitted this evening to Gen. MacArthur, 
who accepted them. The leaders of the 
meeting will use their influence to in- 
duce Aguinaldo to accept the arrange- 
ments. If they are successful, as they 
— to be, they believe Aguinaldo will 
isste orders in conjunction with the 
American authorities for the cessation 
of hostilities. The meeting, which was 
the first of the kind since the days of 
the Filipino congress, was composed of 
the distinctly. revolutionary element, 
the “Americanistas” being lacking. 
Thirty political prisoners were re- 
leased from jail this morning, in order 
to attend.

Fifth—a guarantee to the Filipinos of 
the exercise of persona! rights accorded 
to Americans by their Constitution. 

Sixth—Establishment of civil govern- 
ments at Manila and in the provinces. 

Seventh—Expulsion of the friars. 

The statement of the seventh condi- 
tion was vociferously acclaimed, the 
entire assembly shouting “expel, expel.” 


TROOPS WANT TO FIGHT. 


RECRUITS TO FILL RANKS. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, June 21.—Recruits are 
being rushed to Fort Slosum, tn Long 
Island Sound, which is the general 
rendezvous for men enlisted at stations 
east of the Mississippi River. In addi- 
tion to the regular garrison of the fort, 
consisting of Battery L of the Seventh 
United States Artillery, there are 
about 300 new men at the fort, and at 
least 2000 more are expected by Septem- 
ber. In order to facilitate drilling and 
transportation, the recruits will be 
formed into one or more provisional 
regiments. 

The men have been enlisting for 
service in the Philippines, and because 
of the report that the fighting there is 
at an end, there have been many deser- 
tions.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


PRESENT POSITION OF INVENTION 
IN THIS PROVINCE. 


(SI’ECIAL, CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, June 9.—A few months 
ago, an electrical journal, in a review 
of what had been done in wireless tel- 
ae: asked the question ‘can 
ireless telegraphy reach over 
ocean?” The reply then given to this 
question, though not specific, assu 


that there was little likelihood of our 
ever being able to send wireless mes- 
sages directy between this cvountry 
and Europe. The main reason given 
for holding this belief was the difficulty 
met with in constructine and main- 
taining a vertical pole of a height of 
say twenty-five hundred to three 
thousand feet, which would be neces- 
sary for the transmission of messages 
as practised at that time in the Mar- 
conti system. It is typical of the rapid 
revolutionary changes which are com- 
mon in electrical developments, that in 
the half year which has elapsed since 
the article in question was written, 
Marconi has been able to dispense 
with the vertical pole in the sending 
of his wireless telegrams.

REGISTRY OF DEED. 


A H. aske: I have made out a deed 
to my wife of our home place. If 1 
should die and then she should have 
it put on record, would it be lawful? 
Or must it be put on record before I 
die? 

Answer: The deed must be delivered 
to ner while you are living, because ce- 
is an essential part of the trans- 
er, 

But registry is not a part of the 
transfer, and is merely a notice to 
subsequent purchasers. The deed can 
be recorded at any time whether the 
grantor is living or not. The title fully 
posses, as beween the grantor and 
wrantee, on the delivery of the deed. 
Put {, meanwhile, thé grantor should 
sell it again to any one else. or some 
creditor of the grantor should seize It, 
and one. without notice, buy it In good 
faith, this innocent purchaser for value 
will be protec’ed against the latent! 
deed. That is the only risk in the mat- 
ter.
